‘In July this year we had terrific FM DK conditions and they brought the 
finest catches I've ever had, including Denmark, Great Britian, Sweden, 
Yugoslavia, Italy (including a lot of Italian private stations, especially 
on 101-106 MHz), and Spain. The greatest distance was some 800 miles, which 
is quite unusual here on the European continent (in contrast to North 
America). Well, besides the WIFDA, I'm also a member of the DSWCI (Denmark), 
Medium Wave Circle (Great Britian}, NRC and TRCA."

After being notified by WIFDAer Dick Clark HIBI San Francisco DR moved from 101.9 to 102.3 
where they belong. Other DR doings: HIRJ 107.7 is on with 100 w in La Romana (100 w). 97.7 HIME 
with 120 watts in La Romana, "Radio Guia." Dick stopped in and talked with the owner; he is the far- 
these one who picked up his station. It is FM only, and HIME is not interested in AM whatsoever! 

On air and DX ready is WAZY-FM on 96.5, having moved from 96.7 (Lafayette IN), Transmitter 
Is 18 miles SW of Lafayette near Attica IN; operating on reduced power (probably 5 kw) pending FCC 
approval for the change; and by the time you read this they'll probably be on with their full 50 kw. Tom 
Cornell called WAZY-FM to find out this information after hearing them on 96,5, and seeing them—yes 
seeing them on the digital display of an FM car radio that Delco produces! 

KSCF 97.1 Florissant MO is aiming for "early January" as its target date, says Rich Eddie. It 
took 8 1/2 years to get on; studios will be at Lafayette and Dunn Road in Florissant with remote studio 
at Noah's Ark Motor Inn, St. Charles MO; transmitter in Grafton IL. Will be mor, but not wall-to-wall. 
Quitting SCA? No SCA heard recently on WNAP 93.1 Indianapolis (and WWKI 100.5 Kokomo IN). Also, 
says Ted Fleischaker, WEKU Richmond KY continues 10 watts, and not heard in nearby Lexington. 

San Francisco FMs have problems because of terrain, says David Grim, who traveled and sent 
much FM news this month. "Stereo in the car is almost ruined in many areas on most stations due to 
blockage/reflections. Oddly enough, KFOG which is one of the lower-power stations had one of the 
more stable signals, Same with KYA-FM. WTOF Canton and WCLY Cleveland have both dropped 
their SCAs. "Apparently the Greek programming that was on them has been discontinued." He asks if 
anyone knows what kind of r KNBQ 97.8 Tacoma WA has?

The CRTC, in licensing so many new CBC FM transmitters, has a job on its hands, as a letter 
toFre¢ McCormack from the Winnipeg office of the CBC says Brandon and Baldy Mountain transmitters 
aré only "two of over 650 transmitters being planned for installations over the next several yearg 28 
part of the CBC's program to extend the national service to all unserved or inadequately served com 
munities in Canada and the north—a program which has justifiably been called the greatest engineering 
feat of its kind in the world. . . Because there are not enough suitable AM frequencies available, the 
CBC is using FM frequencies in order to extend the AM national program service." Why, ask, do 
they ombrace FM only as seemingly a last resort, and not capitalize in their letters and promotion 
on FM's high fidelity and static-free qualities, and why is the national program service called an "AM" 
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(rather than a "radio") service? 

Rick Samford, Burnet TX, noticed a Mexican station on 107.7 during a recent tropo opening to 
northern Mexico (Monterey, etc.), No Mexican stations are listed on this frequency, and there are 
no Texas border stations on this frequency. Monterey was quite strong, and the antenna bearing was 
about the same. The station played English-language rock." If anyone has knowledge of such a station, 
please write in and let us all know.

Andy Smith says Pacifica's WF PW *89.3 Washington DC is in danger of going off the air. "I 
would not care if it did. The staff is about 75% black and they seem to have their ideas of what “black 
music! is. They say that they are trying to bring about racial harmony; but their policies do everything 
to discourage it. It would not burt to give this license to someone else, like the University of Maryland, 
who would like it, Pacifica fought five years to get the license. Now it appears to be losing it through 
faulty operations which disgust and discourage listeners and contributors. I contribute to WGTB and 
‘WAMU, but am frustrated by WPFW, Richard Steinberger sent an article from the May, 1977Audio 
showing prototype McIntosh equipment being demonstrated in the home of Harold Colt, who lives near 
the WTIC-FM 96,5 Hartford CT transmitter, and tries to listen to WQXR-FM 96.3 New York. 

Ken Van Tassell is in college this year and plans to work at WCWP *88,1 Brookville NY. "It's 
probably in the top 10 college stations in the country. We are planning to go stereo sometime around 
December or January!" Larry Weil, who DXes SCA with a Karkota adapter, says in the July article, 
both input and output stages are emitter followers, which match impedence (high in, low out) but do not 
provide voltage gain. WFUV 90.7 New York supposedly runs talking book SCA only 10 to 10:30 pm on 
Mondays, Tuesdays, Thursdays and Fridays, while WKCR 89. 9's will be on noon to § pm, including 
Saturdays and Sundays, In-Touch Networks will offer this service. 

And Clarke Ingram is not the only WIFDAer with news of illegal stations. Ron Wing saw my col- 
umn in which I speculated that the extralegal Leadville CO translators are deleted. Not so! He was in 
Leadville Aug. 8 and they were on, sometimes sending out stations in addition ;to the intended ones. 
Here they are. "K299" 107.7 carries KVOD 99.5 Denver, KUAD 99.1 Windsor, KVMN 98.9 Pueblo, 
and KIMN 98,5 Denver, in frequ encies decending from 107.7. Similarly "K292" 106.3 has KAVI 95.9 
Rocky Ford, KXKK 95.7 Denver, KRDO 95.1 Colorado Springs. He also heard some stations, suth as 
KQIX 93, 1 Grand Junction on about 106 mHz, and wonders if that one was cable radiation? Now, 1 
ask, should I or any of you notify the FCC and have these illegal "stations" shut down? Or is the 
Leadville situation a wonderful new way to spread FM programming around the continent ? 

Roger Winsor was on a trip to New England, and notes stations there seem to give their call let- 
ters a lot in the morning, but at night, forget it. Both New Bedford stations, WMYS 98.1 and WJFD 
87.3, were having troubles, WJFD off almost all the time; only heard once with the usual Portuguese 
programming. WGBH *89.7 Boston had by far the best Boston signal; "I guess you can't beat that 100 
kw!" WDSO *89. 1 back on the alr with similar programming, hum like last year (Chesterton IN]. "I 
can't believe WAUS Berrien Springs MI is switching from 90.9 to 90.7 with WHAD so close, but at least 
I'll be able to hear WDHS or whatever it is sharing time in-Glen Ellyn IL. Hi." 

‘The Canadian Radio-Television and Telecommunications (CRTC) Commission came up with an un- 
usual and almost prophetic argument in approving a talking book for CING Burlington ON on SCA. "The 
library plana to supply print handicapped people in the area with fixed frequency SCMO receivers in 
order that they may receive the proposed programming. The Commission is concerned that if for any 
reagon the current three-year agreement between the library and the licensee is not renewed, and the 
library enters into a similar agreement with another FM station in the area, the entire stock of SCMO 
receivers supplied to its listeners would have to be either replaced or substantially modified. In order 
to promote the use of SCMO channels for broadcasting to the general public, and in order to help main- 
tain continuity of valuable services such as the one proposed, the Commission would prefer to see the 
development and distribution of variable frequency SCMO receivers. The Commission therefore recom- 
mends the use of this latter type of receiver." Amen! [iysca ity k fae fasells Geeenale Ms O Roletts Caton IL 

Inother news, the FCC is allowing KRNB'-FM" *90.1, 2 10-watt Indian Reservation station at 
Neah Bay WA to broadcast classified ads at no charge to persons. The FCC approved the program, 
stating that Neah Bay is an isolated community with a population of 663. FCC :says "no" to KFMP 
102, 9 Cape Girardeau MO seeking to change from a Class B to a Class C station, charging it is the 
only Class B station in Zone 1; but the FCC said Malden MO would lose its Class A assignment (92.7) 
if Class C status were given KFMP, And the FCC approved new owners for WLCB-FM 106.3 Hodgen- 
ville KY, to the same ownership as WIEL (AM) Elizabethtown, with most programming to shift to 
Elizabethtown. A WIEL competitor, WQXE (AM) filed a petition to deny this transfer, but was over-

WIFDA's first West Coast convention seemed beset with tragedy at first with John 
Zondlo's car breaking down in Laramie WY, Bill Frahm stranded at his station and 
Dr. Bruce Elving also unable to make it. Overall, the 1977 WTFDA Convention was 
enjoyed by all who attended, with many interesting activities occurring during 
August 5th, 6th and 7th. 


About 30 DXers attended the convention at the Flamingo Motel in Portland, Oregon, 
coming from many parts of the country. Bill Grant was the first to arrive--on 
the lst after a tour of many western National Parks. Frank Aden, Jr. and Joe 
Gragg arrived the morning of the 3rd, and laterathat night with the arrival of 
Bill Block, the four watched skip from Los Angeles, Las Vegas and Phoenix. Late 
Wednesday night, hosts Bill Block and Frank Aden, Jr. picked Don Erickson up at 
the airport. 


Thursday morning saw some of the early arrivals touring the city, with the Port- 
land Rose Gardens, Washington Park, transmitter sites of the Portland TV outlets, 
downtown Portland and the famous Lioyd Center as sites seen. With John Zondlo 
and Bill Frahm calling in their bad news that afternoon, part of the group chose 
to see the new James Bond movie, "The Spy Who Loved Me." After the show, Bill 
Block, Joe Gragg, Frank Aden, Jr., and Bill Grant went to Pat Martin's place for 
a look at his DX equipment. ‘While Bob Rusk was preparing the Convention Packet, 
the group saw some intersting aurora and tropo DX, with the Au reception being 
Joe Gragg's first exposure to that unusual form of DX. 


Friday morning was the official start of the Convention, with the arrival of a 
majority of the conventioneers. Host Frank Aden, Jr. opened the meeting room at 
9 a.m. At 10 a.m. part of the group led by Bill Block and Frank Aden, Jr. were 
given an extensive tour of the KGW Building, which houses KGW-AM-TV and KINK(FM) . 
Returning to the motel, the conventioneers were interviewed by Janis Gray of the 
Portland Oregonian for a newspaper feature. Friday afternoon saw many of the 
Dkers on the Flaningo's roof, where host Pat Martin and others helped to erect 
an antenna for the meeting room's receivers, Pat Martin donated a mast and an- 
tenna, Paul Wardell contributed a color TV set and Frank Aden, Jr. gave a rotor 
for the installation. Friday evening had the traditional gab sessions, showing 
of DX slides, looking at QSL collections and listening to DX tapes. Dr. Bruce 
Elving's ANARC 1977 speech was also heard by the convention delegates. 


Phil Bytheway was auctioneer for the WIFDA auction later Friday night, with over 
$35 collected for our club. A large quantity of club supplies were also sold to 
DXers during the Convention. 


Saturday morning brought what many felt was the highlight of the Convention, a 
DXpedition to Oregon's highest peak, Mt. Hood. The conventioneers assembled in 
the parking lot of Timberline Lodge at the 6000-foot level. Dale Connolly's DX 
van equipped with FM receiver, color TV and antennas became the convention cen- 
ter on Mt. Hood, vith many DKers trying out the equipment. FM DK was heard from 
as far away as Sacramento CA (KFBK) and UHF TV was seen from Pasco WA (KEPR-19). 
Before leaving Mt. Hood, the group toured the lodge and ate lunch in the lodge's 
restaurant. 


Returning from Mt. Hood, the conventioneers gathered for a group photo in front 
of the Flamingo's fountain. 6 p.m. brought the first guest speaker, KATU-TV 2 

chief engineer Bill Vandermay, Mr. Vandermay brought along reception reports 

collected over the years; a few were from well known WIFDAers! His talk inclu- 
ded translators, reception reports, technical aspects of KATU and how they deal 
with the public about E-skip interference. At 7 p.m. a majority of the DXers 

convened in the Flamingo's banquet room for the traditional feast. Returning to 
the meeting room, the second guest speaker was introduced: Dave Primuth, station 
operations manager of KWAX, the University of Oregon's classical FM station. Mr. 
Primuth covered public radio, station programming policy and the history of KWAX 
(whose call letters were chosen because it is the voice of the U of 0 "Ducks"!). 


At 8:30 p.m. an informal business meeting was conducted with John Zondlo and 
Mike Hogan connected by phone from Indiana. While Frank Aden, Jr. asked for 
comments and suggestions, Pat Martin relayed the information to John and Mike. 
The hottest topic was late VUDs and what solutions existed. It was announced 
that a new edition of the WIFDA TV STATION GUIDE is being planned. Frank Aden 
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followed the meeting with a talk on identifying those unidentified DX catches. 
Joe Gragg then spoke on what causes TV and FM DX. His talk lasted over two 
hours, taking credit for being the longest speech ever at a WIFDA Convention! 


Sunday morning the conventioneers broke off into groups of five and six and 
headed for Portland's Mt. Tabor Park for a picnic and a DX session in Dale Con- 
nolly's van. Dale also played some of his DX tapes, including his unusual MS 
catch of Cuban FM. By Sunday afternoon many of the conventioneers were on the 
way home. The remaining DXers kept the meeting room open until 6 p.m. when the 
Convention officially closed, but not before a visit from a bewildered man 
dressed in only a towel who was believed to be looking for the steam room!

Tips and Techniques ar the Drer and Dyer/Patider 


Even nearly ten years after its founding, the nucleus of WIFDA is formed of AIPhers, But more 
and more new TV or FM DXers come along and display = real interest in all phases of DXing. That 
is, they want to know more about the "whys." Also, the average age of members is much higher, 
as illustrated by the recent WIFDA member survey. Whereas AlPAers were almost entirely made up 
of 16-20 year olds in the 1950s plus a few middle-aged (but most active) members like Art Col- 
lins, B.J, Bingham, and Tom Hidley (all deceased), most members now seem to be in their upper 
twenties and early thirties. Most have what I might call “dollar power"; that is, besides an 
intense curiosity, they are able to purchase sophisticated DX gear. 


‘The purpose of this series might be summed up as follows: To allow Dxers to eelf~educate then 
selves by using inexpensive devices (or, in many cases, devices they already have) and utilizing 
techniques that will allow then to get more out of the hobby and the equiyment they use, True, 
most benefit will be for those who like to dabble and learn a little more about the "whys." But 
I think T can convince even the "non-dabbler" that an awareness of certain techniques will re~ 
sult in more satisfying DXing. . : 


It is most disturbing when @ DXer cheats himself by failing to apply the devices (or build them) 
with material he already has. It's one matter to compute the value of X dollars of equipment 
against the probable benefit, It's another matter to sacrifice performance due to unawareness. 


What can you expect from this series? Well, we'll be looking at signal strength indicators 
(you may have one and not know it), attenuators that you can make for pennies, reference dipoles 
you can construct, etc. At the end of each topic, you'll see how the device and techniques can 
aid your DXing, After all these devices are discussed, we'll put them together and see just how 
they help your DXing efforts, 


‘The Need for Signal Strength Indication 


Moet Dera at least once must have said, "Gee, that station is strong, It must be X times as 
strong as usual." ‘he ability to tell, at least comparatively, differences in signal strengths 
seems well worthwhile. Let's list just a few benefits: 


1) Curiosity. Even for the nontechnical, it would seem quite interesting knowing just how mich 
stronger, for example, @ semi-local becomes during improved conditions. Or, it might be inter 
esting noting how much stronger a station becomes compared to a nearby DXer's similar reception, 
2) The ability to tell how fast an opening is building up, or decaying, ty using fringe stations 
in various directions as indicators, 

3) Knowing and recording the deily signal strengths of locals ani eemilocals, All of us are 
aware of increased tropospheric (tropo) reception in the warmer months, Recording this info in 
normal and DX conditions might prove interesting. It might be possible to evaluate conditions 
on a day-to-day, month=to-month basis, from one season to the next. You might more clearly see 
which paths are most likely to open under certain conditions. 

4) Detecting amplifier malfunction, Any amplifying device, especially tube type, can run down. 
If this occurs slowly and you aren't aware of it, you could be running with a less than totally 
efficient TV RF amp or a half—dead mast mounted amp, ‘The strong locals, of course, will not 
seem affected, Periodic signal strength checks should create suspicion of such problems, 

5) Equipment evaluation and checks. Antenna comparison is easy if you know how to translate the 
signal strength readings into meaningful data. (This will be discussed later when we combine 
neters, attenuators, etc. and "calibrate" our meter.) Also, anplifier gain, filtering, trep 
loss, or equipment insertion loss can be easily checked, Gain, F/B ratio, and directivity of 
antennas can te at least roughly measured using the techniques described in this series. 

6) Adjusting DXing aids for optimum performance. Some DXers might have no interest in the top- 
ics mentioned above. They may, however, use selective tunable traps like the old CM and Jerrold 
types. Without a signal meter to see what's happening, you might be missing several dB of atten~ 
uation, and that just might be enough to miss a weak adjacent channel ID, In fact, I've tuned 
ny Jerrold by watching the TV ecreen only, then returned with a signal strength meter, and the 
difference was as mich as 6 to 8 dB, (NOTE: Some may not be too thrilled with the idea of using 
a meter to read signal strength because one can see signal difference on the tube. However, I 
doubt if more than a few DXers realize what a 6 dB increase (twice the voltage) would look like, 
In fact, a 10 times voltage gain (20 4B) of a strong eignal might seom minor, but a 6 aB improve- 
ment in a weak signal might be enough for an ID, Also, it is next to impossible to remember the 
signal level of a station from day to day. Something to hang your hat on—2 number—is needed.) 


The professional field strength meter (#sM) simply measures a select signal in microvolts, A 
microvolt is one-millionth of 2 volt (0,000001), As you might expect, an FSM is quite costly. 
It's great if you have one or access to one, tut otherwiee hardly worth the cost. 
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Several articles have teen written previously describing construction of signal strength meters 
(S-meters) for connection into some part of your receiver, Many of these S-meters have sone 
disadvantages and limitations, tut it may be worth the cost. (Price may vary from maybe $5 up 
to around $30 depending on the type, availability of junk tox parts, etc.) 

For those DXers who have certain volt-chm-millianmeters (VOMs) or any type of VIVM, signal indi-~ 
cation is just a matter of connecting into the correct circuit, Signal strength reading can be 
made at a few points ina TV, but the AGU circuit is most convenient, In fact, most tuild-it 
type S-metere connect into the AG? line, 


Signal Strength Detection Via AGC Line 


Every TV receiver has an AGC (automatic gain control) circuit, Although circuits vary, all have 
one thing in common: They sense input signal level and control the RF and IF amplifier gain. 
Basically, AG? action ie much like a teeter-totter, A 200-pounder on one end of a center bal~ 
anced teeter will not get off the ground with a 100-poumter on the other end, Similarly, a weak 
signal may not be seen unless all amplifiers are told to amplify. But if amplifiers were run at 
full gain, they would overload when strong signals arrive, The AGC provides the adjustable gain 
necessary for all conditions ty supplying a varying DC voltage to the bias cirouits, For any 
value of input, therefore, a given AGC voltage is fed to the amplifiers, Normally, one voltage 
range feeds the HF amplifier, another range feeds the IF, 


You can read AGC voltage conveniently (usually) at the tuner itself. Most tuners seem to have a 
terminal block or lug strip that accepts wire for B+, heaters, and AGC, If you have a VOM or a 
VIVM, you can easily determine B; and the rest, and isolate the AGC line. When you connect from 
AGC 0 ground, you should see a varying low DC voltage when antenna is rotated. Or, you should 
see a voltage change from strong and weak signal, 

Range of AGC voltage will vary. With no signal received, RP amp will be fully ony with strong 
signal, amp vill be nearly off. However, tube type RF amps are often biased so that they need 
an AGC voltage of changing polarity to control adequately over the range needed. ‘Typically, the 
AGC voltage might be +0.5 volts with a blank channel monitored (full gain), As signal received 
increases, voltage goes toward zero, A stronger signal causes -0.1, -0.2, etc. readings. You 
must change meter polarity when you pass through the zero point. My Zenith's AGC range is from 
about +0.6 to -7.0 volts, Ranges will differ with individual desig, 


HOTS: For the technically curious, reason for the “dual polarity" AGC action is quite simple. A 
tube RP amplifier without an external bias voltage in the popular grounded cathode circuit will 
have some negative. potential (usually less than a volt) on its grid. This is because of the so- 
called "contact bias" due to diode action between grid and cathode, Consequently, a tube so 
connected is almost fully on because it is almost biased for maximum gain, the ‘only thing not 
allowing maximum gain being that small diode drop from grid to cathode. A small positive signal, 
however, being slightly less than the small "contact bias," will buck the diode drop and cause a 
total bias that makes the tube full on, At one value of received signal, the AGC voltage is 0, 
ani the tube operates entirely on "diode drop." As received signal increases, of course, a nega- 
tive AGC voltage is aided to the negative diode drop to tum the tube further off. 


Any VIVM (vacuum tube voltmeter) will work fine with the above method because it has a very high 
igput impedance, This means connecting it intq a circuit for measuring voltage does not disturb 
‘the actual circuit parameters. A high-input impedance YOM should work also. However, a low im 
pedance type might disturb the ACO circuit and detract from AGC action, ‘Tzy it with weak and 
strong signals and note the difference on the picture tube as the meter is connected. If it 
changes the signal strength very little, it can still be used because you need connect the meter 
only when you check signal strength, A 20,000-ohm-per-volt type meter should work fine, but 
again, much depends upon the component values, circuit time constant, etc. 


ScMeter Limitations, Calibration, and Uses 


‘The common dual-polarity TY AGO voltage mentioned above is a small muisance rather than a limi— 
tation, If svitching from + to - on the meter is cumbersome, you can simply re-zero your meter 
so that voltage swing is entirely negative. That is, simply select the Di meter scale you need, 
obtain a completely blank channel, and reset the zero adjust for 0 volts, Now, meter deflection 
will increase negatively as signal strength increases, You must re-zero if changing scales. 


I don't re-zero since changing polarity is no problem, However, I do check occasionally that 
the needle points to zero when disconnected from the AGC line, If you record daily local signal 
levels, be sure your AGC control is set in the same position—ueually "distant" is used. 

I have not discussed the so-called speed of the AGC action, Some receivers (RXs) have fast AGC 
where a sudden change in signal input produces fast AGC action, Some RXs are "slower." Both 
can be helpful for certain forms of reception, Although I never calculated time constants of 
various AGC circuita, fast or slow, I don't think these differences will affect signal readings. 


Calibration 


AGC voltage in itself does not indicate how many microvolts are at the tuner input. However, 
you possibly can calibrate your meter to tell relative differences (twice, 50%, four times, 25h, 
etc.) And if you're lucky, you may be able to translate AGC voltage into an equivalent micro— 
volt reading. On the next page are some methods which may accomplish this: 
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FSM MbTHOD: If you can borrow a professional FSM, you're in. Simply note FSM reading and AGC 
voltage for severe] values from rock solid to weak signals. Draw a chart or curve from 1 
readings. ‘the moze readings the better, naturally. (NOTE: It's tricky calibrating a meter if 
signe] input ie tneteady, but these values are of prine interest because much of your weak d. 
tant tropo will produce signal levels of this type. If you're familiar with test equipment you 
ray be able to feed a known signal level from an BF generator into the IV for calibration. 


CHART METHOD: Yone TY manufacturers may heve curves that plot tuner and IF amplifier ACC voltage 
versus input signal in microvolte. I've seen s few of these ourvee, but frankly don't knew if 
you could obtain one for your particular receiver, 

ATIEKUATOR METHOD: This method does not give you actual nicrovolts, tut it is effective for de~ 
temining relative indication. If you can obtain a variable attemiator, you can select several 
signal levels and note what AGC voltage becones wher the attenuator iz added, Since thie is the 
most likely calibration method, let's go through an exanple, 

Assume you have an attenuator (or individual pads) so you can get 3, 6, 12, and 20 aB of attenu- 
ation at the receiver, 

1) Select a strong, stable signal, Assume the resultant AGC voltage is -2.6. 

2) Add 3 dB attenuator and note AGO voltage. Aseune it decreases to =2.4 volte. 

3) Repeat by adding other steps of attenuation. 

4) With ro attenuation, select a new value by rotating antenna, changing channels, etc, and then 
repest. Do this ae often as necessary until several readings are taken for weak/strong signals. 
Aggume that the reeult is a table es shown here: (All figures voltages unless noted othervine)

Now, when yeu note a signal change, you can approximate the difference. For example, if cignal 
level is normelly +0.2 volts but increases to 0, you have seen a 6 d2 change, or 100% increase.

MEIER USES 

TRAPS: You'll get the most cut of Jerrold, Channel Master, or just T-line traps with the meter. 
True, you relate the trapped channel to numbered dials on the CM, tut this isn't enough, Jerrold 
as require sone fishing. I've missed many an ID hecauee I was too lazy to recheck and reset 
the traps for maximum attenuation, You can't necessarily set and forget these traps. They met 
be ckecked often as TV oscillator drift due to heat or voltage variation is common. Sonetimes 
vibration causes trap misadjustment, especially with the Jerrold types, 


Wher trapping the video carrier, always set the trap ty tuning on the chennel you want trapped. 
That is, select channel to be trapped and tune for maximin atterustion, Tuning by watching the 
tube isn't that accurate, unless you cen completely eliminate the local. ‘Trying tc tune out ay 
local channel 4 while monitcring a channel 3 E-skip station that ia changing signel level almost 
constantly ie impossible. Of course, if you have no meter, you must tune on the adjacent chan— 
nel, since it's hand to determine juet where maximum attenuation is on the local channel, (Much 
of thia wight seem strange to you lucky DXers who live in DX paradises; hat is, areas vith no 

loca! VEF stations within 20 miles. But trepping or filtering is really neceseary if you want a 
good station total but are located in = metropolitan erea, It's bad enough that you generally 

cen't get DX through 2 locel 10 niles away, but losing the sdjacent channels toc is ridiculous.) 


ANTENNAS! Due to the wide teamwidths of most unternes, the meter seldom Lelps in aiming one. You 
gen see the results on the tute. However, I have found the meter helpful when aiming the 7-foct 
UNF dighes beceuse of their sharp beamwidth and the poor 10-degree movemerta of my Alliance 1100 
reter. Sometines the station peaks between rotckes on the rotor dial. 


Polar plote of antenres cun be made using the meter. Prom this you can compute front-tocbeck 
ratio, frontato-side ratio, directivity, etc. You might ever heve some fun ty checking how near 
actual gain (versus @ reference dipole), F/® ratio, etc, really are when compared to the 
If antenre spece ere received, they often give the “best case" rather than the "worst cas 
aati ‘Thue, an all-channe] antenna with claimed F/B ratio of 25:1 might well have 25:

FOR FM DXERS 

The "uses" section epplies to FM hXers also. In fact, AGC voltage through an amplifying network 
is used to drive most S-meterc on PN receivers. I haven't emphasized external meters for FMers 
beceuse almost all good receivers have S-meters, Do not confuse the turing meter with S-meter. 
Some so-called high quality receivers have offered tuning meters only. Truly excellent tuners 
and receivers offer both. You need both: the turing meter for exact tuning on strong locsl sig- 
nsle that pin the S-meter (non-DXing) and the S-meter for DXing. 


Seneters on FM receivers protebly follow the ham philosophy, where numbers or dots indicete 6 dB 
changes (100%), except ut the ends. That is, between O and the first dot (or number) and the 
last number and upper end, chenge is greeter and usually exponential. Above the last major mark, 
you usually refer to so many S units above S9, Unfortunetely, built-in S-meters often suffer 
either because you can't tell changes in weak cignals adequately (the needle barely moves) or 
Decanse the needle pins at maximm with only mildly strong signal. In the latter.case, you 
can always add an attenuator just to get signel indication within the limite of the S-meter. 


You can calibrate your meter against an FSM, also, To compare the readings of two "identical" 
receivers is tricky, however. Component tolerance, especially beceuse of the unpredictable tran- 
sistor characteristice, might produce 2 big S-meter reading difference even if signal received 
ty the tuners is identical. 


Use of an S-meter for TV or PM can only add, at least a little, to the DXer's totals or pleasure 
in the hobby. Everyone with « usable VON or VIVM should give it a try and judge its use. 


ATTENUATORS, PADS, BTC. 


The textbook definition of an attenuator is a group of fixed and variable reeistors used to re- 
duce the strength of sudio and radio frequency signals by @ desired amount, Attenuator ohnmage 
(impedance) showld match the circuit to which it is connected so as to produce very little dis- 
tortion. Since these devices are purely resistive, they attenuate both high and low frequencies, 


‘A non-adjustable ettenuator.is correctly called a "fixed attenuator" or "pad." However, I often 
heer people call any pad an attenuator. Rather than get into a hassle over semantics, the items 
discussed here will be called pads if they are non-adjustable, and attenuators if they have the 
provision for switching to two or more attenuator values, or if they are continuously adjustable. 
USES z 

qV OVERIOAD: If the redio frequency (RF) or automatic gain control (AGC) circuite of a receiver 
are incorrectly designed, overload on the desired channel is common in strong signal areas. An 
overload can produce one or.more of the following: (1) extreme contrast, (2) severe distortion, 
(3) audio buzz, (4) horizontal and/or vertical roll. Simply, the signal is amplified more than 
one or more emplifying stages cen handle. (Applying excessive input voltage to an RF amplifier 
often changes important operating parameters of the device.) 


Typically, inexpensive portables suffer from overload. Some have local/distant switches in the 
AGC circuit, but even in the "local" position, overload is common in strong signal areas. A 
serviceman might clip a pad between antenna and receiver to reduce signal. Hopefully, no TV DX 
enthusiast has this problen. 


CROSS-MDDUIATION: Any two signals (A and B) beating together in a tube or transistor can produce 
(1) the original A and B signals, (2) A+B, or (3) A- B. This process, called modulation, 
when intentionel produces a process vital to most radio equipment. However, undesirable cross— 
modulation-or cross-mixing (CM) can occur if many high energy signals arrive at a mixer or an 
amplifying device. What happens is that the device loses its ability to amplify (if an RF amp) 
or modulate the deeired signals (intended signal and local oscillator), The device literally 
quite because of the mass of input, the result being modulation cf ceveral signals. On FM, you 
might have Bach and rock; on TV, you might have Kojak chasing a thief and Charlie's Angyls. 


CM process is a function of many thinge: gain, selectivity of tured circuits, physics of mixer 
or amplifier, etc. In fact, two identical ¥M receivers fed by identical antennes can produce 
different CM when tured to identical frequencies, depending upon the norlinearities of various 
receiver stages. Many nembers have the false idea that traneistory alone are responsible for CM 
This isn't ertirely correct. True, transistors are smzll-signal devices, and early versions of 
these could not handle large signal levels. Consequently, when solid state FM receivers first 
appeered some yeera ago with conventional RF transistors, CM was a major problem. The cause was 
a combination of (1) high stage gain, (2) rather broad coil-capacitor tuned circuits, with res- 
pect to 0.2 Miz channel width, thet permitted considerable voltage pickup from etations other 
than the one desired, and (3) low gignal handling ability, compareé to tubes, of these early 
transistors. The transistors alone were rot at fault. To illustrate my yoint, a close friend 


and once very wctive and successful 6-meter ham once purchased an elaborate tube-type Coiting 
communications receiver intended for government use. He paid a few hundred dollars, although 
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the original cost was about $2000, In addition to double or triple conversion, bandspread that 
spread a MEz over about 20 feet, etc., a high gain dual-RF stage was used. ile got quite a bit 

of CM (not images) due to locel AM stations in the 5 to 10 mile range, and theee were not 50 kw! 


Inproverents in field effect trensistors (HBTs), both metal oxide semiconductor (MOSFET) and the 
junction (JFWT) typee, however, reduced moet CM problems, ‘hese devices had noise figures equal 
to or better than the best tubes, and could handle larger signals better than conventional tran- 
sistors. Gain, hovever, was modest at best, but often two HBTs were used in HF design for added 
gain over tube types. 

Yee, you'll still get plenty of CM with a Fer type FM receiver if you point your high-gain FM Dx 
array at several high-powered locals ¢ few miles away, primarily because of poor RF selectivity 
{coil/capacitor) which still exists in many receivers. Readers should not confuse RF section 
selectivity with intermediate frequency (IH) selectivity. Heath made the major leep some years 
ago ty replacing unselective coil/capacitor tuned circuitsewith orystal filters in the IF of the 
outstanding ARIS FM receiver, This made IF selectivity better. Though crystal filters axe now 
in more common use, RP selectivity still needs improvement. Odde are that FETs will improve to 
a point where CM is eventually no problem at all. We shall ses, 


What ail this means is that ir CM makes your receiver go crazy, the easiest sclution is to con 
nect an attenuator. ‘True, all simals are reduced, but the DX station might etill be strong 
enough to ID, vhereas otherwise it would have been lost in the CN. ‘the trick is to determine 
just how mich attenuation you need to eliminate the worst case of CM, then connect pad as needed. 
Of course, if only one or two stations cause CM, you can trep them, Put treps will also trap FM 
etations several Miz away, If you're "surrounded" by several high-power locals that cause CM in 
several directione, an antenna with high F/B and F/S ratio plus an attenuator are needed. Or, 
you'll have to wait for the locals to sign off! 


For TV, CM seldom occurs, especially in tube models, because of the less "total" voltage pickup 
from locals (fewer TV stations in 10-mile range). However, the previously described rules apply. 


PREAMPS: The same overload and CM problems that plague TV and FM receivere are more common with 
preamps, especially non-tunable broadband types. ‘he tuned circuits here are "flattened" so they 
accept signals across the tand, This enhances CM when these are used in strong signal areas. 


Tube models suffer less from (M than transistor types since manufacturera have been slow to use 
state-of-the-art devices, though this has improved in recent years. However, I remember well 
parchasing a Winegard Twin Nuvistor tute type VF preamp many years ago that "could not possibly 
overload under the severest of conditions," the ad claimed, Tried out in my Milwaukee site, it 
had CM and cverload protlems in almost every direction! Also, since the gain was low enyway (and 
moet important, the noise figures were no better than that of my RP amplifier in ay Zenith TV), 
the device helped very little when tried before locals signed on, Exit one preamp to my bulging 
junk tox! 

If overload and CM are common with your predmp, you can: (1) live with it, (2) switch it in and 
out (iough with a mast-mounted type), or (3) add an attemuator and pad. Even if attemation is 
greater than eplifier gain on some channels, you might benefit if the noise figure is improved, 
i.e, lower, or if the preamp is narrow-band, Sometimes a little attenuation between amplifying 
devices in series will eliminate interaction, overload, or CM. : 


MEASURING: With an S-meter and attenuator, you can measure gains and losses. Gain of a.preamp, 
for example, can be computed for a given channel by noting signal increase when preamp is con- 
nected, then adding attenuation until signal drops to whet it was before the preamp was added to 
the system, The amount of attenuation equals preamp gain. Similarly, gain, front-to-back ratio, 
front-to-side ratio, and directivity differences of antennas can be measured, For gain, rotate 
each antenna toward station and note differences in signal, Add attenuation to equalize signals 
end compute the gain differences, Exact antenna gain can be computed by building a dipole or 
folded dipole (described ater), 

Pal ATTENUATORS: BOY ‘5M 

Most MATV/CATV suppliers offer several types of 72 okm and 30C chm attenuators. Costs vary with 
frequency range, steps of attenuation, construction, etc. Your test bet here is to consult the 
major MATV/CATV and electronic eupply catalogs. Dor.'t think that MATV/CATV devices will always 
work better than commercial types: both Bob Cooper and I have noted poor contact on some MATV/ 
CATV slide-switch types, for example, 

Professional, milti-switch position types can be far more expensive. However, you might look in 
surplus stores, hamfests, and other “gathering places" for used electronic gear, which tradition 
ally have been good sources for such devices. Some DXers have obtained professional type pads, 
attenuators, and the like very cheaply with a little "hunting." If possible, try to locate any 
devices with connectors that match your equimment (BNC, UHF, F-fitting) if you have a 72 ohm 
system with preamps, traps, patch system, or other devices with similar impedance. If you find 
guch items at a discount price, you've really discovered 2 DX "bargain"! 


Incidentally, anyone with an average-sized "junk box" should be able to build a few pads easily, 
I'll discuss this further when the series continues next month,

In the Great lakes area of the Midwest, there was some excellent late August—- 
early September tropo; and in early September, some impressive ducting was re- 
ported. Take for example the fine coastal catches reported on UHF at over 500 
miles by Philadelphia DXer Richard Eckman. Bill Draeb also reports some fine 
catches from over 600 miles to central New York and northeastern Pennsylvania 
on September 5rd and 4th, and to Nebraska on the 5th and 6th. But even for a 
saper-Dier like Bill, there hasn't been any 900-mile or beyond ducting yet this 
year. Mid-September weather in many areas is very poor as this is being pre- 
jared, so unless things change drastically soon, there won't be much of any- 
interesting tropowise. There appears to have been almost no activity as 

far as meteor scatter goes; the Perseids shower in mid-August was not very 
prominent to those of us watched for bursts on TY and Fil.
